CLASSES OF MEMBERSHIP

fifty dollars. 

3. Contributing Members. , Persons who sihjall " contribute 
twenQr-five dollars a year, of more, but less than one hundred 
dollars. 

4. Annual Members. Persons who shall contribute ten dol- 
lars a year, or more, but less than twenty-five dollars. 

5. Associate Members. Any artist, school teacher, or art 
craftsman actively practicing his profession, may become an As- 
sociate Member of the Art Gallery upon payment of five dollars 
a year.
